Fripay, September 29, 1882, 

The Twenty-second annual session of the Tisniminco Bap- 
TIST ASSOCIATION met with the Mt. Olive Church, Prentiss 
county, Mississippi, Friday at 9 o’clock a. m., before the first 
Lord’s day in October, 1882. Bro. John D. Bills, Moderator, 
and J. W. Smith, Secretary, 

The Association was called to order, and a quoram not be- 
ing present, a recess was had to 10 o’clock, when the’ Associa- 
tion convened, and devotional exercises conducted: by Modera- 
tor. Prayer by Elder J. H, Taylor. ' 

Bros. W. P. MeGee and W. A. Richardson appointed read- 
ing clerks, when the following churches were represented by 
letters and delegates, to-wit: Rienzie, Mt. Olive, Kossuth, 
Cane Creek, Corinth, Mount Hebron, Osborne Creek. Brush 
Creek, Farmington, Booneville and Baldwyn. Chewalla 
presented petitionary letter, (organized Sept. 1882) and, 
on motion, was admitted. The hour of 11 o’clock having ~ 
arrived, the permanent organization was postponed till evening 
session. The Associational sermon was preached by Elder W. 
G. Thompson, Matt, Xxxviii:20, Luke xvi:16, after which the 
Association adjourned to 1 o’clock p.m, 


AFTERNOON SESSION, 


Association met at 1 o'clock p.m. Prayer by Elder H. G. 
Savage. The following churches presented letters: Hinkle’s 
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Creek, Glendale, Providence, Piney Grove, Oak Grove, Union, 
New Salem, Antioch, Tuscumbia, Mt, Pleasant, Meadow Creek, 
Shiloh, Mt. Providence and Union Grove. A quorum being 
present, the Association proceeded to the election of Modera- 
tor and Clerk. The Chair appointed as tellers, Elder: J. J. 
Andrews, of Judson Association, Elder J.T, Pitts and W. L. 
Souter, of Chickasaw Association. The ballot being an- 
nounced, Bro. J. D, Bills was declared elected Moderator, and 
J. W. Smith, Secretary.

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REPORT ON FOREIGN MISSIONS. 


Elder T. H, Underwood, Chairman, submitted the fol- 
lowing : 

Your committe has cause to rejoice, in looking over the field, 
which is the world, to see the great progress being made in this 
great work, and seeing what our\own denomination is doing 
makes us proud that we are Baptists. Many of our great and 
good men and women are giving themselves to this noble work 
and spreading the light of the Gospel\ in many dark corners of 
the world. Bebold this brave army! Jesus, their great com- 
mander and the mighty corps of preachers and privates mareh- 
ing on and gaining strength each day ; men saying, “here am 1; 
send me!” the rich giving of the bounty that the Lord has giv- 
eu them, and the poor, at a sacrfice, giving liberally. Who 
would not sing, “I’m glad I’m in this army.” Your commit- 
tee heartily recommend the Foreign Mission Journal, and are 
gind to see our own State paper, the Record, boldly advocating 
Foreign Missions. While much. is being done, there is vet 
much to do, for remember that there are millions of benighted 
heathens who never heard of Jesus, and are perishing in their 
sins ; remeber the last command of our Savior, “Go ve into all 
the world and preach the Gospel to every creature.” We 
would ‘further urge the churches of this body to remem- 


ber at a throne of grace our, loved brothers and sisters 


who are laboring in foreign fields ; especially Bro. and 
Sister Simmons, who have gone from our Association. We 
have “in North and South America, Europe, Asia and Africa, 
some 230 foreign and native missionaries and teachers, and 
about 90,000 converts, and they receive from the churches and 
disburse annually through this work $350,000.

knowledge so necessary to our success as a people.

‘So it is with the religious world; if she would implant in the 
mind gre at and lasting truths, and imprint upon the memory 
fond recollections and gain access to and control the hearts of 
a people, let it establish, patronize ‘and support institutions of 
learning. Therefore we, your committee, recommend to your fa- 
vorable consideration the high schools of our Association, to-

REPORT ON. TEMPERVNCE, 


Your committee have reasons to rejoice and be encouraged 
at the progress being made in the temperance cause. At no 
time since efforts were made to stay the tide of intemperance 
and to arrest the enormous evils with which. intoxicating li- 
quors have been flooding society, were the prospects of the 
temperance cause were #0 full of encouragement as it is to-day. 
Great and good men aré bending and concentrating their ener- 
gies and time to this noble work, and it is rapidly becoming 
the popular sentiment of the age; but while the prospects in 
the cause are so encouraging, the blighting influence of intem- 
perance can be plainly seen and felt in society, and even within 
the sacred pales of the church. Your committe therefore pre- 
sent the following resolutions for your consideration and adop- 
tion; believing it right and proper that the church should clearly 
discriminate itself from the world. 
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Resolved, That the Tishimingo Baptist Association recom- 
mend to all the churches within our bounds the positive 
prohibition of intoxicating liquors as a beverage, within the 
church, 

Resolved, That we declare-ourselves in full sympathy with 
the great temperance and prohibition movement of the day, 
and earnestly ask all of our churches and members to labor for 
the advancement and promulgation of the temperance cause,

The efforts of the State Mission Board are stil] earnestly put 
forth to preach the Gospel in the destitute places in our own 
State, East Lousiana and the great city of New Orleans. The 
Board has two evangelists laboring among the churches within 
her bounds; Elder D. I. Purser among the whites, and Eld, A. 
H. Boothe to the colored ; also forty missionaries and ten col- 
porteurs, The expenses of the Board are about $18,000 per 
annum. Your committee heartily endorse the action of the 
Executive Board of this Association in the employment of Eld. 
W.G, Thompson as missionary and colporteur, and would re- 
commend such an arrangement for the future, and would ear- 
nestly request the secretary of the State Board to visit the 
churches of this Association in the interest of the work.

We recommend that a sister in each church be ap- 
pointed by the church to raise money for her next year’s sup- 
port.

RULES OF ORDER. 


ArTIcLe 1. The Association shall. be opened with prayer. 

2. The Moderafor shall be considered the judge of forder ; 
but any member not satisfied with his decision: may appeal, pro- 
vided that appeal be made on the same day, but at no subse- 
quent time. 

3. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of 
speaking as other members, but not to vote unless his vote be 
necessary to decide a question. If he rises to speak he shall 
call some brother to the chair, 

4, All questions brought before the Association shall be in- 
troduced by motion, and if seconded, shall “be opened for dis- 
cussion, unless withdrawn by the mover or his second. When 


‘a subject has been taken up anda reasonable time allowed for 


discussion, the Moderator shall take the question by yeas and 


‘nays, and if a call for a division be made, it shall be decided 


by members rising. 

5. Aty member wishing to speak shall rise and address the 
Moderator. Only one member shall be allowed to speak at the 
same time, who shall not be interrupted while speaking, unless 
he depart from the subjeet or make personal reflections. 

6. No person shall speak more than once on the same sub- 
ject until all who wish to speak shall have had an oppor- 
tunity, nor more than twice upon any subject without per- 


; mission. 


7. Every subject introduced for discussion shall be decided 
before another is offered unless it be laid over, upon motion, 
with the consent of the mover of the resolution. 

8, The Association shall in all eases be governed by a ma- 
jority of the members present, except in the reception of the 
churches, then a unanimous vote shall be required. But in no 


[19] 
case shall one member or chureh preveut the reception of a 
church without sufficient cause shown, which shall be deter- 
mined by a majority. 

9. The names of members shall be called whenever the As- 
sociation shall direct, and the absentees marked, Any member 
wishing to retire shall obtain permission of the Moderator, 

10. The appellation of brother shall be used by members in 
addressing each other, 

11. Any member violating these rules shall be subject to be 
reproved by the Moderator, but only on the day the breach 
shall have been made. 

Amendments or alterations may be made to these rules 
when a majority may deem it necessary, 


COVENANT, 


Adopted in 1860, at the formation of the Association, and af- 
terwards ratified by the churches, : 
ArticLe 1, We, as independent churches of Jesus Christ, 


do mutually cevenant to unite our efforts and influences for the 
advancement of the cause of Christ, under the title of “ The 
ee Baptist Association.” 

. We agree to hold annual meetings, to bé composed of del- 
egates chosen by the respec tive churches, bearing letters to be’ 
read at the opening of the meeting, showing their appointment, 
and also showing the number received by baptism, by letter, 

- by restoration, and dismissed by letter, excluded and dead, dur- 
ing the year, together with the woole number in fellowship. 
Also average number of Sunday-school pupils, number of teach- 
ers and number of conversions; amounts contributed for Asso- 
<iational Missions, State Missions, Foreign Missions, Ministe- 
rial Education, Support of Pastor, Church Expenses, Church 
eens and total expended, 


We agree that every church belonging to this body shall 

‘ be satithed to three delegates, until they number one hundred 
members, then one for every hundred above that number. 

4.. When any church shall fail to communicate with this 

body for three’ successive meetings, it shall be considered as 
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having twithdranra from us, and: will be dropped fron the mia- 
utes unless two or more members shall request its continuance, 
and will also engage to inquire into its standing, and report at 
the next annual meeting. 

5. Other churches may be admitted into this union by signi- 
fying their wish by letter and delegates, provided they be 
deemed spiritaal. 

6. We will elect a Moderator and Clerk by ballot, at each 
annual meeting, so soon as the letters from the churches are 
read and the members names enrolled ; letters from petitionary 
churches being received, that their delegates may also have the 
privilege of voting. 

7. We disclaim the right to adopt rules that can at any time 
infringe upon the independence and rights of churches, We 
may, however, advise churches when they request it, and will 
withdraw from such as become heretical in doctrine or disor- 
derly in discipline. 

8. We will have an Executive Board composed of five mem- 
bers, elected annually, and the Moderator and Clerk, whose 
duty it shall be to take charge of all the fands sent up by the 
churches, and dispose of the same as the churches may direct, 
and to take the oversight of all missions and colportage in the 
bounds of the Association not otherwise provided for. 

9. We will correspond with sister Associations, 

10. We will have our minutes read, corrected and signed by 
the Moderator and Clerk before the session rises, and will not 
adjourn, except in extraordinary cases, until all the business is 
finished. 

11. We -will, while convened, appoint the time and and 
for holding the next annual meeting of this body, and 
elect a brother to preach the next Associational Sermon, and 
may make such alterations and amendments to this Covenant 
as two-thirds of the members present may deem necessary.

Introductory Sermon, 

Delivered by Elder W, G. Thompson, before the Tishomingo 

Baptist Association, at Mt. Olive Church, Sept. 29, 1882. _ 
THE MODERN PROGRESS OF BAPRISTS. 

Math., xxviii:20; Lake, xvi:l6 “Lo I am with you alway, 
even to the end of the world.” “The law andthe prophets were 
until John, since that time the kingdom of heaven is preached, 
and all men press into it.” 

1. We propose to show you that it is of these Baptists 
that Jesus speaks in these passages. Their ancient his- 
tory is recorded in the New Testament, in the histo- 
ries of John, Christ and his Apostles, with their immediate 
successors; their progress was then commensurate with the prog- 
ress of the Gospel, and its victories were grand and glorious. 
The primitive churches planted by the Apostles maintained 
their purity of doctrine and practice for a considerable time 
after the Apostles had passed away. But even in apostolic 
days, iniquity was at work. The man of sin was revealed, en- 
deavoring to take the place of Christ, During the thousand 
years of darkness in which the papal power ruled, these Baptists 
were hunted, slaughtered and burned by thousands. It is true 
that they bore different names through the different ages and 
countries, but their doctrine and practices were the same then 
as to-day. How was it when Luther raised his voice against 
Popery and her abominations, ‘With what astonishment did 
he behold these Baptists rise up all over Europe to join in the 
Sonflict against this corruption, and again, when he began to 
teach his own dogmas, Infant Baptism and union of Church 
and State, he found that these Anabaptists were as ready to as- 
sail his false doctrine as they had been those of Popery. 

It is impossible in this short discourse to recount all the hor- 
rors and tortures of those days in Germany, Switzerland and 
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England, beeause of our brethren dissenting from the doctrines 
of the State Religion. But their blood cries up to us from the 
ground, We must not let the world forget those days lest they 
again be repeated. 
(For a hundred years after Lather, Baptists in England 
prospered rapidly. “Says an English writer: “Under the 
shadow of independency they increased their numbers above 
all the sect in the land.” In the year 1633,they had 46 chureh- 
es in and about London, and were the staunch advocates of reli- 
gious liberty. This was the year after the establishment of the 
first Baptist church in America by John Clark; or 17 years before 
John Bunyan began to preach in England. We cannot afford 
to’ follow their detailed progress in Europe. However, in 1870 
there were 2,568 Baptist churches, with 233,675 members in Eng- 
land, Ireland, Scotland and Wales, and their church organiza- 
tions increasing at the rate of one every three days. Ina Lon- 
don pulpit now stands a Baptist minister, (Spurgeon,) the most 
prominent in the world, The English Baptists were the leaders 
of modern missions. William Cary, a shoemaker, who studied 
his BébleSwith a map of the world before him, at his bench, 
until his soul was fired to “attempt great things for God, and 
to expect great things of God.” He first aroused his brethren 
at home, then said he, “Brethren, if you will hold on to the 
rope I will go down into the well.” He went abroad into 
heathen, darkness and translated the Bible into their language, 
aud had the pleasure of seeing many brought tothe knowledge 
of the trath as it is in Christ, and an army of missionaries in 
the field entering the dark places of earth, se®king to give the 
Gospel light. From the days of John the Baptist until now 
Baptists have advocated religious liberty. This sentitnent has 
so far prevailed in England that the State religion if teady to 
be disestablisifed, as in Jreland, The modern grogress of Bap- 
tists in Germany is truly wonderful. The one church and sev- 
en members of thirty-seven years ago has grown to seventy- 
one churches and 13,468 members. Since 1852 their progress 
in Sweden has been from one to 8,148 members and 203 
churches, In other countries of Europe we have made rapid 
progress. Even in Rome have we again planted our standard, 
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where,1800 years ago the apostles planted Baptist churches. Paul 
wrote an epistle to them in which he says, “What shall we say 
then? shall we continue in sin that grace may abound? God 
-forbid! How shall we that are dead to sin live any longer 
therein?’ Khow ye not that so many of us as were baptized 
into Christ were baptized into death, that like Christ was raised 
from the dead by the glory of the Father even so we also 
should walk in newness of life.” Strange language to be ad- 
dressed to any but Baptists, Now may be heard the sound of 
the Gospel again all over Italy. The feet of modern apostles 
will soon stand where the feet of ancient apostles once stood 
and testified for Jesus, but we must hasten to Baptist pro- 
gress in America, The pilgrims landed on Plymouth Rock in 
1620, 262 years ago. They came here to this then wilderness 
country to enjoy liberty, to ‘worship God as they saw fit, but not 
to establish that soul liberty for which Baptists have always 
striven, Those who came to their colony must worship as did 
they or they. would not be tolerated. 


In 1638 John Clark, and not Roger Williams, established the 
first Baptist’ shurch in America, Through this main instru- 
mentality in Rhode Island the first human government of mod- 
ern times, granted perfect religious freedom and complete! 
separated church and State. What a grand and glorious work, 
the planting of the mustard seed in the wilderness, Will storms 
of fire and persecution destroy it? or will it shelter a great na- 
tion? We have the answer in the present religious liberty of 
our country. Its blessings shall yet extend to the uttermost 
parts of the earth. 

In the year 1700, 60 years after the first Baptist church in 
America, there were but 15 Baptist ¢hurches in America. This 
was but the growth of one church every four years, and these 
came through great trials—they were imprisoned, fined and 
whipped for preaching the Gospel. From 1700 to 1750 the 
colonists made much more rapid progress ; so did churehes at 
the end of the first 50 years. Baptists numbered 58 churches, 
nearly one church per year. In the next 40 years—1750 to 
1790—much greater progress was made. This embraces the 
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Revolutionary period that stirred men’s souls on this great ques- 
tion. Ligh was diffused and truth gained glorious victories in 
these 40 years . Baptists increased from 58 to 872 churches, 
with a mewbership of 64,975. This was a gainof 20 churches 
per year, instead of one, The population was then four mil- 
lions ; one in every twenty was a Baptist. From 1790 to 1830, 
a period of forty years, the population has increased from four 
to twelve millions, while Baptist churches have increased from 
872 to 5,000, or more than 100 per year, or two per week 
From 1830 to 1870 we have increased from 5,000 to 17,445 
churches, an average of six per week, and for the last twenty 
ears about one perday. In the United States the number of 
ists has increased in the last forty years over a million, 
while Baptist sentiments have prevailed among the Pedobaptists 
such an extent that many of them believe in immersion and to 
deny infant ne which could not have been done in oth- 
er days without having incurred fines and imprisonment. 
Thank God, the leaven is working through the whole lump, 
and we are working and hoping for the day in which it shall all 

be leavened.

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MISSIONARY REPORT. 


Report of G, W. Thompson, missionary and colporteur of 
Tishomingo Baptist Association for 1883. 


Kossuth, Miss., October 1st, 1883, 


According to instruction we have spenta greater part of our 
time in visiting our churches; in the spring we commenced our 
work by visiting all the churches that we could, and tried to 
interest them in our work, Wherever we went, the brethren © 
seemed to take hold of the wor’. Our Executive Board thought 
that we could not do a better thing or a grander work than to 
interest each member of each church in our work, that all might 
feel that it was truly their work, this we did in every way we 
could. Some of the pastors gave assistance in this part of the 
work, but the pastors should do more in this work and give 
your missionary more time for his work. 

We were hindered from the work by sickness for some 
time in the spring but since that time we have been almost 
constantly in protracted meetings, we assisted pastor Savage in 
a meeting in whi¢h there were over ove hundred conversions; 
then Bro. Byrd in a meeting in which there were twenty-two 
conversions again in whieh there were ten or more, then with 
Bro. Skinner where we had ten or twelve, thence We went to 
one of our stations, occupied by Bro. Skinner for us, where we | 
organized a church of ee to which was added | 
eleven, making forty-two mem ; this promises to be a large 
church in a good community; thence we came home to lead our 
children to Christ if possi The Lord blessed his work here; 
some thirteen professed conversion. From this place we went to 
one of our stations for the of re-oganizing our little 
church known ag the Little Brown Creek church; this is the 
community that we left last year because they would not build 
or repair their house. Since that time they have built them a 
good house, and we rc-organized a church of ten members on 
the 30th of September. We think our cause should be main- 
tained here ; this|isa place or country of large destitution fifteen 
miles southepst of Booneville. No Baptist preaching in a large 
scope of country here. The Lord has blessed our work in all 
the meetings in which we have been engaged ; there have been 
some one hundred and seventy-three souls converted to Christ. 
Two churches organized, over two hundred families visited, 
1,560 miles traveled, a large number of pages of tracts distrib- 
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uted. Our colportage work could not be what we desired as 
we did not have Looks or money with which to buy them. 
We have furnished money ourself and bought and sold a few 
books. Some $90.00 worth in all. We have suffered many 
inconveninces because our salary for last year was not paid. 
Our State Board got behind and we could not pay, so we Love 
suffered in consequetice of it. For this year our salary has not 
been paid so as to relieve us of embarassment. f you wish your 
missionary to do efficient work untrame! him entirely, There 
is large destitution in our bounds; a number of weak church- 
es that need help all along our eastern boundary almost entire 
destitution ; one man can not do the work that is needed. On 
the west and north there is work enough for one man. Two 
: good men are needed in this work in our bounds.

2 The Mo leratorshall be considere! the judge of order, but any member 
not satisfied with his decision may appeal, provided that appeal be made on 
the same day, hut at no subsequent time. 

%. The Moderator shall be entitled to the same privilege of speaking as 
other members, but not to yote unless his vote be necessary to decide a ques- 
tion. If he rises to speak he shall call some brother to the chair. 

4. All guceions brought before the Association shall be introduced by 
motion, and if seeonddd, shall be opened for discussion, unjess withdrawn by 
the mover or bis second, “When a subject has been ta en.up and a reasonable 
time allowed for diseussion, the Moderator shall ‘take the question by yeas and 
nays, and if acall fora division be made, it vhall be decided by members 
rising. 

5, Any member ae to speak shall rise and addres the Moderator. 
Only one member shall be allowed to «peak at a time, who shall not be inter- 
rupte! while speaking, anless he depart from the subject or make personal 
reflections. 

6. No person shall speak more than once on the same subject until all 
* who wish to speak shail have had an opportunity, nor more than twice npoo 
any subject without permission. 

7. Every subject introduced for discussion shall be decided before another 
is offered unless it be laid over, epon motion, with the consent of the mover 
of the reolution. 

8. The Association shall in all cases be governed by a majority of the 
members present, except in the reception of churches, then « unanimous vote 
shall be required. But in po case shall one member or church prevent the 
reception of a church without sufficient cause shown, which shall be deter- 
mined by a majority. 

_ 9 The names of members shall be called whenever the Association shall 
direct, and the absentees marked. Any member wishing to retire shall obtain 
permission of the Moderator. ' 

10. The appellation of Brother shall be used by members in addressing 
each other. 

ll. Any member violating these uales: shall be subject to be re proved by 
the Moderator, but only on the day the breach shall have been made.

year, together with the whole number. in fellowship. Also average number of 
Sunday -school pupils, number of teachers and number conversions ; amounts 
contributed for Assogiational Missions, state Missions, Foreign Missions, Min- 
isteral Education, support of pastors; church expenses, church improvements and 
total expended. 


3. We agree that every church belonging to this body shall be entitled to 
three de until they number one hundred members, then one fur every 
hundred e that namber. 

4 When any church shall fail to communicate with this body fur three 
successive meetings, it shall be considered as having withdrawn from us, and will 
be droppea from the minutes unless two or mete members shall request its 
continuaace, and wil! also enguge to inquire into its standing, and report at the 
next annual meeting.
